Continuation of 2. NOTE: With respect to claim 1, the new limitation of the ring stents being longitudinally displaced from each other for 
displacement "from an aneurysm. ..to avoid the application of excessive stress against the wall of the vessel" is new matter because it is 
not disclosed in the written specification nor shown in the Figures. The new functional limitations of "for displacement from an 
intersecting artery or from an aneurysm to avoid obstruction of blood flow or to avoid application of excessive stress against the wall of 
the vessel" require further consideration and search. With respect to claim 8, the new limitation of the sheath being "affixed to said 
elongated flexible support members" requires further consideration and search because it is structurally different from the sheath 
extending about the frame. With respect to claim 9, the new limitations of the "elongated flexible support members are configured so that 
the elongated flexible support members are expanded by the balloon-expanded ring stents" requires further consideration and search.
